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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . It Is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PCT/FR03/02990, filed October 10, 2003 which claims priority to 
Application No. FR0212870, filed October 15. 2002. A reference to the prior application 
must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or In an 
application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant Intends to rely on the filing date of the 
prior application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121, or 365(c). See 37 CFR 1.78(a). For 
benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c), the reference must include the 
relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional 
applications.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by Schlaepfer 
(US 4415623). 

Schlaepfer teaches a method of decorating fabric through transfer printing. A 
carrier support has glass particles with themioplastic coating on the top surface. The 
carrier support is placed on top of a fabric material. The surface of the fabric is neither 
flat nor straight, as can be seen from the drawing figures. The composite laminate 
undergoes heat application, by the use of a household iron set at 160 "C, and results in 
thermal degradation of the support and fusion of the coating within the fabric material. 
The themioplastic coating's fusing temperature is preferably at least 100°C and at least 
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20 °C below the softening point of any thermoplastic material, which may be higher than 
180**C. The minimum decomposition temperature of the heat degradable substrate is 
100°C (Figures 3 through 5; column 1, line 61 - column 2, line 9; column 3, lines 5-32). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any Intervening claims.
